T H E PASSOVER. 


T h e C erem onies U hlcli Are Observed 
in It* C elebration. 
The feast of the Passover, which com­ 
menced on Monday at sunset, will con­ 
clude on Tuesday next, when the final 
services will be held. It is the custom 
for all members of Hebrew families to 
assemble under one roof during Passover, 
and great is the grief of any who are un­ 
able to be present. 
W hen all are about 
th e table the head of the family appears, 
arrayed in death garments, and the cere­ 
mony begins. 
A cap of wine is drank as 
a welcome to the festival. After this the 
paterfamilias washes his handB. 
Some 
of the herbs are then dipped in salt water 
and distributed to those at the table with 
a benediction for the fruits of the earth. 
The top cake of malta is broken and 
half of it is concealed, to be burned on 
th e follow inx year. The other half and 
th e bone and the egg are held up, and in 
a prescribed form th9 father explains 
to his son 
the significance of 
the 
Passover, 
with 
a 
review 
of 
the 
■offerings of 
Israel in Egypt. 
Af­ 
ter 
tlus 
a 
hymn 
of 
joy 
is 
recited, a blessing invoked, and a second 
cap of wine is drunk. Then all rise and 
waah their hands. 
Blessings are pro­ 
nounced over three cakes of malta, and 
th e m aster of the house eats two small 
pieces reclining in his chair. More herbs 
a-*© eaten, and then a regular supper is 
served. 'After the supper small pieces of 
a cake of malta are eaten, a glabs of wine 
is drunk and a grace pronounced. A cup 
of wine is then poured out for the prophet 
Elijah, and for a time thereafter every­ 
body keeps silence. 
The door of the 
house is opened, that the expected Messiah 
m ay enter freely and find a ready wel­ 
com e, should it be the appointed time of 
his coming. 
A fourth cup of wine is 
drunk, with a great deal of recitation of 
hym s and historic incidents. 
The cere­ 
mony is concluded by singing the paschal 
h y m n : 
He is mighty. He will rebuild His house 
WuleklyTqulcklj-, in our days, speedily 
tied build, God build, O build this house 
speedily. 
A time of general recreation ensues 
after the hym n, and a feature often in­ 
troduced for am usement is a hunt for 
the maua. The paterfamilias hides the 
piece reserved for the next year’s burn­ 
ing, and offers a prise to the child who 


shall discover it. Other plays are in­ 
dulged in until the hour for retiring. In 
ancient davs there was a confusion in the 
calendar by which some of the Jews 
were not certain of the exact date «n 
which Passover should be celebrated, li 
was accordingly celebrated on two suc­ 
cessive days, and in orthodox congrega­ 
tions this custom still prevails. The 
paschal Bupper, therefore, was eaten not 
only on Monday evening but on Tuesday 
also, and the ceremonies in the syna­ 
gogues were repeated for the same rea­ 
son. Tuesday morning the same people 
who 
had 
gathered 
at 
the 
syna­ 
gogue on Monday evening were there 
again to listen to the reading of the 
law, the "Thorah,” or the Pentateuch. 
The service began with the sinking of 
hvmnB and the recitation of prayer?. 
This 
time 
every 
member 
of 
the 
congregation wore a gown of black, 
with a broad 
white 
band 
on 
the 
back and front, and a tall hat. After 
the singing of many hymns and the 
recitation of prayers, the cantor or rabbi 
went into the pulpit to produce the sacred 
scrolls, upon which are written the five 
books in the Bible that constitute the 
Hebrew law. 
The ceremony was at­ 
tended with a great deal of formality and 
recitation before the curtain was drawn 
away from the ark. Two shields were 
then revealed, each of the finest work­ 
manship, and bearing on the face a panel 
on which the commandments are in­ 
scribed. 
Behind these shields were the 
scrolls. A procession was formed from 
the pulpit to the reading desk, two mem­ 
bers of the congregation bearing the 
shields. The scrolls are of the finest 
parchm ent, 
roiled 
up 
on 
spindles 
as 
in 
the olden times. 
The law 
requires that the five books shall be 
written on them in absolutely correct 
Hebrew, without a blot or blemish of any 
kind. If, in transcribing the law, the 
writer makes an error in as much as a 
single letter the whole scroll is destroyed 
and the work begun again. 
The scrolls 
were plaeed opon the reading desk, and 
five members of the congregation were 
selected to read the Thorah from them. 
The readers rushed their work at a very 
rapid rate, but it took them more than 
two hours to complete it, and meanwhile 
the entire congregation 
remained to 
listen devoutly to the familiar Ule. 
When it was concluded the scrolls were 
returned to the ark with ceremonies sim­ 
ilar to those which marked their produc­ 
tion. 
Passover lasts eight days, count­ 
ing the extra day that allows for a mis­ 
take in the calendar. 
No services were 
held in the synagogue during the middle 
three days.___________ _ 


BLUE BALLOTS. 


A S anta A na E lectleii W hlrh It Bo- 
lu x C ontested. 
James W. Layman commenced snit in 
the Superior Court yesterday, against 
Geo. T. Insley and Theo. Lacy, to con­ 
test their right to bold the offices to 
which they were elected at Santa Ana, 
on the 8th of April. 
The complaint sets 
forth that on that date Geo. T. Insley 
and J. C. Nichols ran for City Marshal, 
and Theo. Lacy and G. A. Edgar ran for 
the TreasnrerBhip. 
Eight hundred and 
fifty votes were east. 
The contestant 
further states that a pink ballot paper 
was furnished by the Secretary of State, 
and those voting for Edgar and Nichols 
used this color, 300 ballots being cast for 
Nichols and 250 for Edgar. 
Insley 
did 
not 
receive 
more 
than 
172 
votes on pink paper, nor Lacy more 
than 200. There appeared at the polls, 
however, a blue ballot on which the 
names of Insley and Lacy were printed. 
This papar was not furnished by the 
Secretary of State, and contestant ob­ 
jected to the casting of ballots of this 
color. 
His protest was not heeded, and 
the blue ballots were received and count­ 
ed and the Santa Ana Trustees declared, 
as a result, that Insley and Lacy were 
elected to the respective offices of Mar­ 
shal and Treasurer. 
Contestant claims 
that the blue ballots should not have 
been counted, and asks the Court to de­ 
clare that the other parties were elected. 
The contest will be heard on May ttth.

It has probably occurred to every one 
|o ask what is the significance of the 
8alvatáon Army movement of to-day, 
aud to inquire who puta up the liberal 
sum which is unquestionably needed to 
m aintain the large and disciplined force, 
under that name, which is nightly eeen 
parading in 
the leading streets in all 
the principal cities of the United States, 
and th e same phenomena are to be eeen 
sightly, as we understand, in all the 
chief cities of the United Kingdom 
ol G reat Britain and Ireland. 
W hether 
the people individually engaged in these 
street performances are honest or no. 
there can be no doubt that the movement 
behind them is both sincere and earnest. 
They do not, in general, approve them- 
•rives to good taste, nor are they respon­ 
sive to the suggestions of decorous and 
ordinary piety. 
Tliey w e not portents, 
like the advents of Po* 
Wesley. Yet 
they are as marked in {¿eir wav as were 
these exemplars of an excep^0®*^- ^e‘ 
▼out spirit which bas left great an/* p0.w' 
erful church organizations as a m e m o ré 
of its potency and widely extended influ­ 
ence. 
5^® o ^ to iu y roanifefltfltionB of the 
psople who represent 
the Salvation 
Army are of questionable worth and sig­ 
nificance. 
The instances in which they 
m v e made converts are exceedingly tore. 
As a matter of fact, we know of none. 
It will be generally conceded that all 
the usual agencieB of evangelic prore- 
lytism are especially vigorous in the 
United States just now. In all the 
Protestant 
denominations 
there has 
never been such an era of liberality and 
determined effort as prevails to-day. 
The contributions to the cause of a legiti­ 
mate religious prcpagandiem are un­ 
precedentedly large. The Homan Cath­ 
olic Church is extending its missions and 
its churCh organizations with an energy 
which could not be greater if Ignatius 
Loyala were alive and personally super­ 
intending the work. Between all the 
churches, Mrs. Jellyby herself could not 
complain that even the savages of Boori- 
aboola Gha were being neglected. India, 
China, Annam, Japan, Africa, are girdled 
with zealons missionaries, and tracts by 
the billion are being distributed through­ 
out the bounds of the earth. And yet 
here is the 8alvation Army, inspired by 
whom no m an knows, and yet returning 
to the charge with a ceaseless perseyer 
nuce, which is no whit discouraged in 
the face of abortive results. 
This movement invokes the blare of 
trumpets and has recourse to the {no­ 
menclature of an army w ith banners. It 
has generals, and captains and all the 
fanfare, pomp, pride and circumstance 
of the glorious war of the church mili­ 
tant. 
Its followers wear badgeB and are 
maintained from some source. And yet 
that source rem ains a mystery. 
It will be generally conceded, in this 
enlightened nineteenth century, that the 
work of reforming m ankind can be best 
com mitted to the churches and ti 
family. 
In 
an 
age 
of 
agnosti­ 
cism, 
the 
exposition of the Chris­ 
tian 
doctrine 
is 
certainly 
safest 
and 
most 
dignified 
in 
the 
hands 
s i cultured and authorized ministers of 
the Gospel—in the hands of men so com­ 
pletely eqnipped for their task, so thor­ 
oughly panoplied in all the resources of 
the dialectics of the schools, that no ridi­ 
cule shall reflect back upon this Christian 
faith. 
Aud yet here we have an evi­ 
dently subsidized movement, whose only 
effect is to discredit Christianity, and 
leave it to the interpretation of an ignor­ 
ant and presumptively mountebank class 
ol exegists. 
We prefer to treat even this phase of 
religion, distorted and injudicious as we 
believe it to be, with respect. 
In a 
careful review of all its aspects which 
Have come under our observation, we 
lieve it to be an unmitigated evil, and 
and that it lessens, rather than increases 
the hold that Christianity has on man­ 
kind ; and yet it is quite apparent that 
well-meaning and earnest men, with an 
ample supply of money, are behind a 
movement which seems to us grotesque 
rather than religious, and which repelB 
rather than attracts believers.

Perhaps the whole reading world is 
sick of hearing of Lower California.

is a long and stragging territorial annex 
of Alta California, which was not at­ 
tached to the United States, following 
the M exican war, because 
its utter 
worthlessness was well understood. 
It 
has been for decades the scene of innum ­ 
erable "fakes,” from the celebrated Mag­ 
dalena Bay fiaEco to the flauta Clara 
humbug of the other day. The worst 
thing about Lower California is that it 
sounds so much like Southern California 
that, to the averago reader in the East, 
it is the same thing, and ihis region g9te 
the discredit of all the wretched abor­ 
tions that are generated there. The peo­ 
ple of the United 
tales neither desire 
to buy, steal nor conquer day Mexican 
territory; and, if they did,$hey have 
sense enough to let Lower California 
alone. 
W ith the exceptidn of a few 
cattle ranches, there is nothing in Lower 
California worth having until th e great 
Lower California Deeert is reached. The 
only value attaching to that would be if 
there were an opportunity of photograph­ 
ing it in little, when its terrors'would so 
far transcend any imaginings of the 
orear and ghastly horrors of the great 
Sahara Desert that it might be said to 
have an artiBtic value as the precise ex 
emplification of that “ desolation with 
which the land is made desolate" of the 
scriptural phrase. 
On this great desert 
of Lower California a jack rabtyt would 
require an expanse of one hundred thous­ 
and acres in which to eke out a sickly 
existence, while a horned toad would be 
only la n g u id ly alive on a quarter section 
of land. As a region for the canning of 
turtles there would be something in 
the proposition, but th at is a complex 
m atter, involving industry and cap­ 
ital. 
The expanses of clear, white 
Fand are so illimitable in Lower Cali­ 
fornia, a short distance below Ensenada, 
that thousands of turtle invade the land 
for a siesta. Caught in the act of taking 
a nap, they are easily turned over, and 
subject to the arts of the canner. 
But it 
would cost so much to transport the 
canned turtle to a market that even this 
possibility bas no commercial value 
We had forgotten! In addition to her 
horned toads, worthless placer mines 
and most plentiful lack of rainfall, Lower 
California rejoices in the possession ol

On the 
other hand, if this august tribunal shall 
declare the new charter valid, time will 
have been gained. 
There are already large numberB of 
workingmen in Los Angeles without em­ 
ployment. 
The new cable system will 
be completed shortly, and that will 
throw another contingent out of wcrk. 
It is highly desirable that the exigent 
improvements which 
have 
been so 
strongly advocated should be undertaken 
as soon as possible, and the sooner the 
initial eteps are taken towards that end 
the better. 
As the money will have to 
be spent some time it is especially desir­ 
able that all the needed street and sewer 
work should be entered upon at once. 
The probabilities are that the Supreme 
Court will soon reach a decision on the 
Charter question, but that body is at 
liberty to take its own time in the m at­ 
ter. Should the old Council again come 
into being it can take up the work of im­ 
provement where the new Council left 
it off. 
By all means the workingman ought 
to have a show.

five men seated around a fire eating their 
dinner.

A 
man popped from behind a log and tired 
at them , and this was the signal for an 
other fusillade from his friends.

Half way down the ravine 
the deputies discovered a rough barricade 
of logs and btush across the entrance, 
and simultaneously a voice exclaimed :

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A TERRIBLE FIRE. 


A Portion of New York City 
Swept by Flames. 


.LOSS OYER THREE MILLIONS. 


A Lard Factory, G rain Élevatorsand 
Dock Property Burned—Many 
Lives Lost.

N ew Y o rk , April 19.—At 3:50 this 
afternoon three ularms of ñre and a call 
for the ambulances created a sensation 
in Fifty-ninth street and Ninth avenue. 
The fire was in Wilcox & Co.’s lard re­ 
finery. At 7 p. m. the Vanderbilt elevator 
“ A,” which is near by, burned, and ele­ 
vator “B” is in flames. The damage íb 
now estimated at $1,500,000. Some peo­ 
ple are killed or badly injured. 
Later—The largest and fiercest fire wit­ 
nessed here for years swept the east bank 
of the North River clear, to-day. from 
Ninety-fifth street to what would be 
Sixty-fifth street, if that street ran to the 
river. It destroyed more than a million 
and a-half of property belonging to tho 
New York Central Railroad Company, 
and at least half a million dollars’ worth 
of lard, flour and the like, belonging to 
other persons, notably toN. K. Fair bank, 
the great Chicago lard merchant. The 
flameB destroyed two big elevators of the 
Vanderbilt system, a big brick building 
stretching from Fifty-ninth to Sixtieth 
street, and occupied jointly by the Fair- 
bank lard refinery and the Rossi ter 
stores, and wiped out the dock property 
of the Few York Central Railroad, from 
Fifty-ninth to past Sixty-fifth street. 
Henry Benntng, a workman in the 
Fairbank refinery, was killod by jumping 
from a third-story window. 
Many oth­ 
ers were injured by jumping, but in the 
great confusion attending the conflagra­ 
tion the names and extent of injuries of 
hut very few were obtained. 
Rumors 
were riie all tho evening that a number 
of workmen had been canght and burned 
in the refinery, but it has been impossi­ 
ble to verify them. 
The fire broke out in the southeast cor­ 
ner of the Fairbank refinery, but how no­ 
body knows. Soaked in grease as the 
old building was, it was in flames in an 
instant. Men at work in every story 
dropped their tools and ran to savo their 
Jives. The staircases were columns of 
flames, and 
the 
windows 
pre­ 
sented 
the 
only 
means of es­ 
cape. 
Fureued 
closely 
by 
the 
fire, 
the men 
flung 
themselves 
out headlong, and how many there were 
nobody could tell. Many who came out 
were picked up and carried away by 
friends. The fire had soon swept through­ 
out the length of the beilding and snot 
oVAr toward the big grain elevators of 
the New York Central Railroad. Be­ 
tween the place where the engines were 
stationed and the elevators there were 
t^enty-sevpn railroad tracks, which no 
fire engine could cross, and next, 
the Union Stock Yards, half a mile 
of broad enclosures and pens, equally 
impassable. There was no way for tho 
fire engine to reach the elevators, except 
on Sixtieth street, past the burning build­ 
ings, and that street, after two engines 
had fought their way past, was blocked 
by the falling walls. Furthermore, near 
the elevators wa$ only one small water 
pipe. The fui* boats were sent for and 
severa^ 
of 
them 
soon 
began 
w°r* 
in 
the 
heroic 
struggle 
to save the elevators, but it was 
all in vain. The tremendous heat fmm 
the fire across the street dried and 
warped the woodwork of the big frame 
building under its corrugated iron sheet­ 
ing, and in a short time the elevator was 
on tire and burning fiercely. Soon after 
the walls of the Rossi!er stores fell, re­ 
leasing tons on tons of burning merchan­ 
dise, that rolled in blazing heap3 in 
every direction. 
This increased the 
heat and 
llame, and the efforts 
of the firemen sc?med to be entirely 
useless. About this time, the stock­ 
yard pens were cleared out. At 7o’clock 
Elevator “ B” canght fire, and the scene 
then, in the growing darkness, was one 
of lurid eft'ects that made the spectacle of 
awful grandeur. The second elevator 
was entirely consumed alBO, and, at 11 
o'clock to-night, when the fire was 
gotten under control, half a mile

An estimate of the losses

To be Built at Port Barrow 
In Far Alaska. 


a HAVEN IN THE TIME OF NEED. 


Will be Erected »s Speedily as Pos 
slble In the Interest of 
Dating Seamen.

W ashington, April 19.—The plana for 
the building of the relief station at Point 
Barrow, Alaska, have been completed. 
T he honae will be 30x58 feet, with an in- 
eide height of ten feet, and will be very 
substantially built, bo aa to withstand 
the great cold of the bleak Arctic regioD. 
The walla and ceilings will be made 
doable, and particular attention 
has 
been paid in regard to the most econ­ 
omic consumption of coal. 
The stores 
which will be placed there will be so ar 
ranged aa to avoid the necessity of going 
outside to get them. The location of the 
house will be near the site of the old 
meteorological station, which has been 
abandoned for some years. 
There will be sufficient food and fuel 
placed in the new house to accommodate 
150 men for nine months. The station 
will be in charge of a keeper and two as­ 
sistants, who will remain there through­ 
out the year, and every precaution has 
been taken to make their stay as com­ 
fortable as possible. Lieutenant Oant- 
well designed the plans for the house, 
and has been designated to prepare the 
preliminary work in this matter. Cap­ 
tain M. A. Heaiy, of the United States 
Marine Corps, now in command of the 
Bear, will likely have charge of the con­ 
struction of the station. It has been de­ 
cided to buy at Ban Francisco provisions, 
coal and lumber for the construction of 
the house. The house will then D6 built 
at 8an Francisco, being constructed in 
sections and transported to Point Barrow, 
together with such men as are wanted to 
take care of the stores and of the station 
after it has been established. 
It is con­ 
templated that the stores, etc., will be 
taken to their destination by the revenue 
steamship Bear, which is now at 
San 
Francisco. Great expedition is to be 
need in getting the house and stores 
together, as the Bear cannot be delayed 
in her northward journey later than the 
middle of May, and it will take some 
time to bay the stores and build the 
house. 
If the Btores are not carried by 
the Bear, the eetablisment. of the statioh 
must be delayed until next spring, when 
the whaling fleet can take them.

Word came to the Health Officer, Dr. 
MacGowan, yesterday afternoon that 
some people were trying to have a child 
interred in the Catholic Cemetery with­ 
out a burial permit. Dr. Choate drove 
out to the Cemetery to investigate the 
matter and found two women waiting at 
the office with the body of a three- 
months-old male child in a cheap cofiin, 
which they wished to have buried. It 
had been ill, they said, for some time, 
and had died at 8 o’clock Thursday morn­ 
ing. They had been waiting all day for 
permission to have it interred. 
When asked to give a full account of 
the child, its parentage and the canse for 
its death, the women became more reti­ 
cent, and their questioner began to sus­ 
pect that there was something qneer 
about the case. The younger of the two 
women finally said that the child had 
died at MrB. Duran’s, No. 12 Aliso road, 
and that no physician had been in attend­ 
ance. As to the name of the p rent she 
would say nothing. 
Inquiry was then made at the house on 
Aliso road, and it was learned lhat the 
child had been placed in the charge of 
Mrs. Duran eome two mouths previous 
by Mrs. Flores, who lives at the corner 
of Bellevue and Upper Main. The 
mother was a San Diego woman, whose 
name was not revealed. About the 15th 
of February an old woman, whose name 
no one ever learned, got off the train at 
the Santa Fe depot, carrying a basket, in 
which was a newly-born infant. She 
asked an old Mexican, who goes bv the 
name of Carrillos, whether he could find 
some woman in Los Angeles who would 
be willing to nurse the child and under­ 
take its care, if she were well paid for it. 
He brought her to an acquaintance of 
his—an old Mexican woman who sells 
tómales, and whose adobe dwell­ 
ing 
is 
back 
of 
the 
Plaza 
church. 
The tómale woman said 
that she con'd not take care oi the child 
herself, but that she would take it over 
to Mrs. Flores, who, she was sure, would 
look out for the waif. Then the old 
woman disappeared, leaving the basket 
and fifteen dollars in cash in the hands 
of Corillcs. The mother, she said, was a 
reepectable married woman in San Diego, 
whose husbai.d was away, and to whom 
the child had been born in cocseqnenco 
of her failure to keep her marriage vows. 
Thirty dollars a month was named by 
the old woman as the price which the 
erring wife was willing to pay to have the 
child properly cared for. 
The tómale seller and old Carillos 
took the child to Mrs. Flores, and she 
agreed to take care of it until a perma­ 
nent abiding place could be found. The 
daughter of Mrs. Duran, who was the 
younger of the two women at the ceme­ 
tery yesterday with the body, was finally 
indnced to undertake the care of the 
infant. No more money, however, was 
sent by the woman at San Diego, al­ 
though Mrs. Duran wrote a number of 
times, asking that the promise be kept. 
The child was apparently about twen­ 
ty-four hours old when it was brought to 
Mrs. Flores.
